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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Amendment 

1 . Applicant's request for reconsideration of the finality of the rejection of the last 
Office action is persuasive and, therefore, the finality of that action is withdrawn. 

Response to Arguments 

2. Applicant's arguments, see pages 2-8, filed 10/20/2009, with respect to claims 5, 
7,8, 10, 11, 13, 14, 16 and 1 7 have been fully considered and are persuasive. The 
rejection of claims 5, 7, 8, 10, 1 1 , 13, 14, 16 and 17 has been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 5, 7, 8, 10, 11, 13, 14, 16 and 17 allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The cited 
prior art of record considered as a whole (either alone or in combination) fails to teach 
or suggest: 

A method for manufacturing an optical recording medium, comprising: a molding step of 
molding a disc-like substrate including an information recording face at least on one 
side; a light transmitting layer formation step of forming a light transmitting layer thinner 
than the substrate on the information recording face; a cutting step of forming a circular 
cut in the light transmitting layer; and a punching step of punching out at least a part of 
an area inside the circular cut are conducted in this order; wherein the circular cut in the 
light transmitting layer is formed at a larger diameter than an inner diameter of the 
center hole in the substrate. 
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The Kikuchi (US 2002/0085482) and Maruyama (USPN 5,827,593) references teach 
similar manufacturing method except the center holes in the substrate and the light 
transmitting layer of these references were made before the substrate and the light 
transmitting layer were affixed together. Applicant's representative made it clear in his 
argument and subsequent interview that there is a critical difference between the 
applied references and the claims of the present application.
